School Legislation 



Representative Leonard II. 
Ballard, of Madison county, was 
made Chairman of the Committee 
on public bridges, by Speaker Joe 
F. 1 Bosworlh of the House at 
Frankfort. Announcement of 
the committee appointment of the 
various members of the House 
and Senate was made Monday. 
Mr. Ballard's chairmanship may 
' have been received because the 
Speaker has heard of the agita- 
tion over the Clay's Ferry bridge, 
htigation concerning which is 
now before the Court of Appeals 
This committee usually has very 
■little to do. however. 

Mr. Ballard drew a position on 
the Normal schools committee, 
which will enable him to look 
after legislation affecting the big 
State institution located here. He 
'is also on, the committee to which 
''are deferred questions or meas- 
ures affecting fourth class cities 
which will enable him to look aft- 
er, any legislation affecting Rich- 
mond. His other committee as 
signments are committees on 
agriculture, assignment of com- 
mittee rooms, constitutional a- 
mendments, education Xo.l, fed- 
eral relations. 

State Senator Clarence F. 
Miller, of Irttne, who represents 
this district in the upper house ol 
the legislature, was well taken 
care of by the Democratic House 
Committee on Rules, which nam- 
ed the committees in the senate. 
Senator Miller was made chair- 
man of the important committee 
on courts and legal procedure. 
He was also placed on the com- 
mittees on Charitable, Penal and 
Reformatory Institutions, com- 
pensation for industrial injuries, 
education and judiciary. 

Mack Morgan, the young repre- 
sentative from Garrard county, 
was made chairman of the im- 
portant committee on agricul- 
ture He was also pla'ced on the 
following committees : Educa- 
tion No. 1, Forestry, Normal 
Schools, Public Libraries, and 
cities of fifth and sixth class. 

Lincoln county's representative 
H. G. Skiles, a prominent young 
banker of Crab Orachard. drew 
assignments on the committee on 
banks and banking, geological 
survey .insurance, life and acci- 
dent ; congressional redisricting," 
and sinking fund. 

Mr. Ballard spent the week- 
end at his home in the country. 
He likes his work at Frankfort, 
and is much pleased with the way 
things started off- Speaking of 
his vote against the woman 'suf- 
frage amendment be said that he 
would have voted for the amend- 
ment giving the people of the 
state a right to vote on the ques- 
tion. Then, too, he said, it 
seemed to him that the suffrage 
proposition was rammed down 
•the throats of members, sort of 
"railroaded" through; that the 
members were asked to vote it 
through before they had hardly 
gotten their seats well located, 
and for that reason he didn't vote 
for it, as he didn't approve of 
such hasty action on any subject, 
, 'especially .one as important as 
amending the constitution of the 
• United States. 

•Asserting that it is not the inten- 
tion, of the law of Kentucky that this 
state should accept money in return 
for a privilege which it docs not pro- 
ject, Representative John Murphy, of 
Covington, introduced in the House 
or Representatives a resolution pro- 
viding that the state refund to all 
saloon keepers the unused part of 
their state license fees. Murphy said 
that he did not know the amount in- 
volved, but that in Kenton and Camp- 
bell, counties alon^ it would inn up in- 
to- the thousands of dollars- 

A. Mitchell Palmer, Attorney-Gen- 
eral of the United States, was invited 
to address the Legislature. 

The resolution of Senator C. S. 
Nunn, unanimously passed in the 
Senate, calling on the United States 
Senate immediately to ratify the 
peace treaty, was defeated in the 
House by a vote of 54 to 34.

Miss Laura Clay, of Richmond and 
Lexington, may be a candidate for 
the United States senate, if women 
obtain the ballot in time, this year 

according to a story in the Lexing- 
ton Leader Sunday. Miss Clay is the 
pioneer suffragist of Kentucky. She 
tended the Democratic state con- 
vention last September as a dele- 
} ate from Madison county and made 
a strong fight before the resolutions 
committee for her suffrage plank. 
Her possible can 'idacy would un- 
doubtedly arouse great interest 
everywhere and especially here in her 
home county. The Leader story Sun- 
>,'i y said: 

Miss Laura Clay for United States 
senator, if the woman suffrage 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States is adopted, is the unit- 
ed program of both factions in 
the suffrage fight in Kentucky, jud- 
ging from expressions from promin- 
ent members of both factions, who 
were asked Saturday if the women 
had any candidates for oflice in *he 
event their amendment won. 

Mrs. Harrison G. Foster, formerly 
prominent in Washington State poli- 
tics, and herself a delegate to Demo- 
cratic national conventions from thai 
State, said that at a dinner party the 
other day she had suggested a com- 
plete slate of candidates, including 
the Legislature and Congress- Mrs. 
Foster has the distinction of having 
refused to run for Congress in Wash- 
ington. She refused to give the 
names of candidates other than Miss 
Ciay, whom she had r.lated for the 
Senate. 

Miss Clay is my choice for the Sen- 
ate", she said. "I den't mind saying 
that much. The 'slate,' as you call it, 
came to me on the inspiration of the 
moment, but if that slate went thru 
and was elected, this city, county ami 
State would bo as well represented at 
Frankfort and Washington as they 
ever have been in Uieir history. There 
is no doubt in my mind that some of 
the women are preparing right now 
to run for office in the event of the 
Anthony amendment. 

"You can say that the suffragists 
of Kentucky would be united on one 
thing — the matter of making Miss 
Laura Clay United States senator if 
she would run", snjd Mrs. E. L. 
Hutchinson, for yeai*s a leader in 
suffrage matters in Fayette county 
and in the State. "There would be no 
factions on that question", she said. 

•Mrs. Fiances E. Bcauchamp, secre- 
tary of the national committee of the 
Prohibition party, and herself a suf- 
frage worker as well as a prohibition 
advocate for years, said she was of the 
opinion that the adoption of the An- 
thony amendment would give the 
v.cmen the right only to vote in 
Federal elections until Kentucky 
adopted a State amendment. \ 

Mrs. Frank L. McVey, president of 
the Fayette Equal Rights Association 
however, said that, in her opinion, the 
adoption of the Anthony amendment 
would remove all political disability 
from women. Mrs. Foster expressed 
the same view, saying that the An- 
thony amendment was exactly that 
the word "sex" is used in place of 
"race, color or previous condition of 
servitude." That would make the 
Anthony amendment read as follows: 
ARTICLE XIX 
"1— The right of citizens of the 

United States to Vote shall not be 

denied or abridged by the .United 

States or by any State on account 

of sex. 

"2 — The Congress shall have 
power to enforce the provisions of 
this article by appropriate legisla- 
tion" k •

Washing-ton, Jan. 13— Accord- 
ing to the report about to be is- 
sued bf the Bureau of Census 
showing the results of the census 
of .telephones covering the year 
of 1817. there are 53,234 separate 
telephone systems and lines. 
These lines and systems operat- 
ed 28,827,188 miles' of wire in the 
United States — enough to girdle 
the earth at the equator 1,153 
times — and connected 11,716,520 
telephones and 21.175 public ex- 
changes. The messages or 
"talks" sent over these wires ag- 
gregated tlie stupendous total of 
nearly 22 billion, or, to be exact, 
21,845,722.335. Figured on the 
estimated population of the coun- 
try in 1917 this gives 211 mess- 
ages per annum to every man. 
woman and child. 

The industry in 1917 gave em- 
ployment to 2f>2,f)29 persons of 
whom 171,119 .or over 65 per cent 
were women- The sum paid out 
in salaries and wages amounted 
to $175,670.-149. These employees 
operated plants and equipment 
vauled at SI, 192.329.01 5, which 
yielded operating and non-oper 
ating revenues of $391,499,531.
